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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that since the bit (blade) 
of Mater spins, it does not meet the limitation of the blade movement being limited to the longitudinal axis. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The spinning of the bit does not require moving the blade in any direction at all. The Examiner considers the phrase in the 
claim "wherein movement of said blade is limited to linear motion along said longitudinal axis" to mean that the blade can only move up 
and down (I.e. only in the z-axis and not in the x or y axes). This is what Mater provides. Therefore, the claims remain rejected . 
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
